In fhort, finve Sin is the Tranigreffien of 2 Law, 
either ‘tis poffible for ‘us to live free from fin, or elfe the Law 
which forbids and condemns it mujt be Unjuff and Tyranni- 
cal . but (uch 4 Law cannot proceed from a good and a wile 
Frince, muth le{s from the Fountain of Wifdom and Goodne{s : 
Tour Thouzhts upon the whole ? 

Anlw. We are forry tuch confiderable Queftions as 
‘hefe fhou’d remiin to long unanfwer'd, but the Crowd 
of Papers maxes fuch Acct te ts fo netimes unaveidaole. 

Yo the frit, \Whether it be p fble for any Man now up- 
on Earth to live without Sin ? We Antwer, Confider- 
ing the prefeat Cireunftances, We think tuch a De- 
gree of Prrje@icn not poffible ; fo that the Fact being 
granted, We need not deicend to Examine your Profs 
of it, that none have thus a@ually ivd. You urge, It 
it be impofible to live without gin, then ‘ewill follow 
we are Ob..g 4 to Impoffibilities : We Anfwer, That 
inay be impojfible at tome times, and in fome circum{tan- 
ces. which was notat another ; this Impoflibility of liv- 
ing without 2// Sin, we have reduc’d our felves to, by 
oir own AQ, the Fall of Man, who was a Voluntary 
Ageaty and under no fuch Impoffibility of not finning 
a’ we now are. We further add, chat notwithftand- 
ing his Fell, our Saviour has fo reffor'd and ftrengthen'd 
Mankind, that cho’’tis not ( We think ) poflible to ab- 
fiain from a.l fins, {mall or great, as of fuddain Surrep- 
tiun, wanting Tooughts, and fuch as are next to unavoi- 
dzble Ivfirmities, yet “tis pothble, if we make ule of 
thole 4Jijtances which the Chriftiao Law prefents us, 
to abitain from greater and groffer Acts of fin, as 
well as by degrees co Conquer even the Habits of ‘em, 
‘Tho’ again, ‘tis Impoffible to do even this, by our own 
ftreng h, without fupernatural Affi‘tance, which if we 
for fer: by tue habitual Averfion of our Wills from good, 
‘cis we our felves introduce this Impoffibility, thole 
things which God requires of us involving no Contra- 
dition, nor therefore being in themfelves impoffible. 
God requires of us to Repent of all Sins, ablolucely co 
foriake grea er Sinsy ( which as before is in our Power, 
with hus Affittance ) and to ftrive againft even letler 
Sins, and in doing thus he has Promis'd he will Forgive 
thofe Sins which we, not God, have brought us under 
a tore of Necedity of committing. As to your further 
Ovjeétions. We Anfuer, ‘tis this Afiftance, this For. 
givenejs which makes Chrilt’s Yoke eafe, he not being 
a rigid Exader or a bard Majter, but accepting a fincere 
tho’ imperfedt Obedience. To your laft Objection, if ie 
had never been poffible for us to have obey’d the Liw, it 
wou'd hold chat firch a Law were indeed Unjuft and H- 
ranmcal; but fince as before, this was once poffible, nay 
fiace the merciful Law-giver has after our voluntary offence 
givenus a geueral Pardon, which he was not obiiged to, 
upon very fair and eafie Conditions, requiring no more 
of us than is now in our Power to perform, he himfelf al- 
fo gi: ing us that Power, for tnefe Reatons we fay there 
is no hing hard or tyrannical fo much as in the firft Law 
and Covenant, much leis in that New-Covenant, and 


New Law between Mankind and their Creator: And this 
we hope will be fufficient boch to vindicate the Fujlice 
of God, and yet to preclude the lcentious ule which Lil 
men might make of our Opicton ia this Mater ——

We with chat former Quetion cou'd be as eafi- 
ly anfwer'd as this —— In reply we fay —— that 10 
man Wl]ls Grief, or Imbatience, as they are Evil, bus 
under an appearance ot Good. ‘Tis undoubredly tri 
that many wilfully fet chemlelves a Grieving, or Rac 
ving, and’tisas cermin thatehis muftbe a Torment un- 
to ‘em, bue yer chey eicher hope hereby to bring about 
their Defires, as il/-natur'd Majters or Husbands Rage and 
Rave in hopes they thail be becter obey'd for'e ( tho’ 
they are moft commonly miftaken ) or elie becaufe thole 
outward Expreflions vent and “/effen the inward Pain of 
their Mind, or in hopes thereby to doit. Thus in En- 
wy, che Devil is undoubtedly Eavious enough at the Hap- 
fine{s of Minkind, and yet he’s wile enough to know that 
by all his Malice and Impatience, and Envy, he can't 
make himfelf really more bzpty, but rather increafe 
than eate his Pain, and yet his W4ll is to corrupted,

We think ’tis like fome other Accidents that 
may happen to Perfonsafleep, which if not owing to 
any former Voluntary Crime, ( fuppofe Inremperance ) 
nor approv’d afterwards, cannot be in themfelves Cri- 
minal, becaufe you no ways Contribute towards ’em, 
nor are in this Cafe fo much as ienfible of 'em. We of- 
ten fee Perfons of great Piety, who yet when Lighz- 
beaded, or Lunatick, do break out into she fame Extra- 
vagances with thofe you mention, but even of chele 
‘twou'd be hard to fay they were fins, ( tho’ Infelicicies 
doubrlefs they are ) becau‘e not Voluntary ; nay, the 
Parties not having then the Exercife of their Reaton, be. 
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ing no way Confcious of what they do; yet lefs are 
thofe who Ad or Speak in their Sleep things which if 
they were awake wou'd be urterly Unlawful. For the 
Remedy, the moft etfectual wou'd be to gec 4 Cure for 
your Tatking in your Sleep at alk, which we believe is 
poffible ; in the mean while a lictle Water {prink ed up- 
on you by your Bedfellow, whenever you egin to talk, 
may for ought we know, by degiees quite break you 
of it? 


Queft. 5. Pray she meaning of that, Rev. 16. 3. And 
every living Soul dyed in the Sea ? 

An{w. Every living Soul is every living Perfon, acom- 
mon thing in the Scripture to put Sou’, the fenfistve Soul, 
for the Man: But the Vinch of the Queftion is yet be- 
hind. in the word Sea, and what is meant thereby — 
we'll give you the different Opinions of Authors upon 
it, and then leave you at Liberty to make your own 
Judgment. Ours fay, ‘tis che true Luseral Sea that’s here 
underftood, but thea this had no particular Judgment 
on Antichrift, becaufe it wou'd affect ail the World as 
well as he, wherein this Plague is generally agreed to 


"be relerv'd for his peculiar Portion. Orhers therefore, 


and that much the larger part of Commen ators, think 
it Myjtical. and che Learned Grotius thinks it relates to 
the Multimte of Men in the City of Rome, wherein he 
mayn’t be very wide from the Truth in the Main, tho’ 
perhaps miltaken in the Time.
